GEAVEST OF THE CEISIS BELIEVED TO BE NOW OVEE 


German Consul at Shanghai Sends Most Trustworthy Information of the Belief of the 


Legations. 
Shanghai Correspondents Add that Imperial Family Have 


, Left City of Pekin, Cause of Failure of Chinese Opposition 


Shanghai, Aug. 17—Li Hung Chang has re- 


ceived a telegram saving that the allied forces en- 
tered Pekin Wednesday without opposition. 


British troops will land here tomorrow. 
All is quiet here and in the Yang Tse valley. 


London, Aug. 17—A special from Shanghai 


says the allies entered Pekin the 15th. It is believed 
Yuan Shi Kai's troops have gone thence to Shen Hi 
to protect the empress, who, according to reports 
received by local officials here, with Tuan and the 
imperial household and the bulk of the army and 
Boxers, left Pekin the 7th for Hsi An Fu. 


London, August 17—As already cabled; the first definite announcement of 


the relief of the legations came from Berlin. 


"Allies have entered Pekin. without fighting. Legations relieved; forslgn/- 


ers liberated." 


Such is the dispatch received from the German consul at Shanghai and 


given out by the Berlin foreign office at 1 p. m. today. 


The collapse of the Chinese resistance is explained in 
dispatches 
from 


Shanghai as being due to the failure of the Chinese to flood the country be- 
low Tung Chan. The earthworks connected with the dam at Peirho were 
unfinished and the canal at Tung- Chau was full of water, facilitating boat 
transports when the allies arrived there. 


Signals between the allies and tho legations holding part of the wall of 


Pelcin were exchanged during the tnofning of August 15 ("Wednesday). 


Troops are still arriving at Taku. The .German transports Wiiteteind and 


Frankfort are due there today. 


The Russian transport Nijni Novgorod ran on a reef August 14. The Jap- 


arrese cruiser Takasago, which went ashore recently, has been towed off and 


is now at Port Arthur. 


A dispatch from Yokohama, under today's date, announces that an official 


telegram from Seoul, the capital of Corea, says th» inhabitants of the Piong 
Tong district, adjoinling the frontier, are alarmed at the landing 'of thou- 
sands of Russians in that neighborhood- 


Washington, August 17—Out of the gloom of th* recent acute crisis came 


cheering information from many sources today, unofficial, but so circum- 
stantial and positive as to be generally credited in official quarters, saying 
that the allied armies have reached Pekin, and the legationers have been 
relieved. This information came from press dispatches from London, Shang- 
hai and Berlin. They were eagerly read by officials at Washington They are 
unable, however, to furnish the slightest confirmation. Neither state, war 
or navy deparments, nor the Chinese minister have any advices that this 
happy consumation hag been reached. 


When the cabinet session began at n It was with this lack of official in- 


formation, yet the conviction from unofficial information was that 
the 


crisis had been relieved.

Fowler at Chefoo a point quite near Pekin, but unfortunately it conveyed no 
word of the arrival at Pekin nor the rescue of the legations. 


Referring to points already pretty well known, a dispatch from Admiral 


Remey, dated at Taku yesterday, gave information of the situation at Pekin 
on the tenth. The Chinese minister was elated when word reached him from 
press dispatches announcing that the legationers had been relieved. 


Not a word has come to him confirming; these reports, however. This led 


him to examine the unofficial advices from Shanghai and elsewhere with 
considerable care. He pointed out that Shanghai -was some 800 miles from 
Pekin and it was surprising that information did not come rrom Tien Tsin 
or Chefoo, only about 100 miles from Pekin, and the base of the 
allied 


forces. 


Moreover the appeal of Li Hung Chang for armistice, dated 
the 15th, 


showed tha,t Earl Li dl& not know at that time of the alleged retirement of 
the imperial army from PeWn. 


He, however, Is disposed to credit the reports, in the absence of official 


information. He reckoned that since the allied forces were at Tung Chan, 
there had been ample time to cover the short distance between that Dlace 
and Pekin and so the reports tallied with his own calculations in what 
was likely to have occurred. 


The Chinese officials have no knowledge whatever 'of the reported departure 


of the empress dowager an the imprial household from Pekin on August 7, 
as mentioned Inl the Shanghai dispatches. 


The place named as the point to which they took refuge is said to be about 


100 miles back from Pekin. If it proves true that the legationers are relieved, 
the gravest crisis Is removed, but there remains many momentous questinos to 
be determined. It appears to be accepted that at least some powers will keep 
their military forces in China, at least un'tll all questions growing out of the 
criwis ar settled. 


This is expected to involve questions not only of money indemnity but of 


territorial extension on the part of some European! parties to the controversy 
aa the declaration of Secretary Hay, made at the beginning of the trouble, 
forecasted the purpose of this government to seek to preserve the Chinese ter- 
ritorial administrative entity. 


Chinese officials are apprehensive that a long period of diplomatic exchange 


may follow the crisis covennfe six months or a year, during which Germany, 
France and somo other powers will keep their armies on Chinese-soil to re- 
inforce the extreme demands of money, and territorial indemnity. With the 


Chinas in) their present impotent condi tion, there appears to be no ending but 
her eventually yielding to the various demands. 
Japan Doesn't Intend to Float War

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FORCES MUST NOT WITHDRAW TOO SOON 


London Believes Troops Should Remain in Pekin For a Time 


After Delivery of Ministers, The Capture of Pekin 


Reported, But Report Still Unconfirmed 


tendon. Aug. 17.—American negotia- 


tions looking to a cessation of hostilities 
receive considerable attention, favorable 
asvd otherwise, in this morning's papers, 
but all the editorials agree that to pre- 
cipitate a withdrawal from Pekin after 
tlve delivery of the legations -would have 
b bad effect upon the Chinese minds. 


The consensus of opinion expressed by 


the morning papers tends to fhe belief 
that the legations are now safe with the 
allies. 


Describing the capture of Ho Si Wu, a 


special dispatch says that the headgear 
of the Americans was quite insufficient 
for the awful heat, and that the conse- 
quences were direful. 


The western powers, according to a 


dispatch to The Pally Express from 
Kobe, have accepted the proposals 
formulated by Japan, for arranging an 
armistice, dependent upon the immedi- 
ate delivery of th« foreign legations to 
the allies or the granting of permission 
to the allied forces to *nter Pekin and to 
guard th* legations. Upon these bases, 
the correspondent says, Japan has al- 
ready begun to negotiate. 


Shanghai dispatches declare that the 


Chinese had intended to make, a final 
attack .:pon the legations last Sunday, 
tout whether the plan was carried out ia 
not known there. 


A cablegram to VTtnna from Hong 


Kong announces the capture of Pekin, 
but the Austrian government, like other 
European powers, is still without con- 
firmation of this report. 


An official telegram, dated Taku, Aug. 


14, has been received at Rome which as- 
serts that the attack on Pekin began 
Monday; that Sir daud« MacDonald, 
the British minister, has opened com- 
munication with the relieving- force, and 
that the allies have established thei* 
headquarters at Tung Chau. 


Chinese officials in. Shanghai are re- 


ported as admitting that the allies in- 
flicted a heavy defeat on the Chinesa 
Imperial troops around Tung Chau Sun. 
day and than marched direct on Pekin. 
This, if true, carries the Japanese of- 
ficial advices announcing the capture of 
Tung Chau one step further. 


FIRM REFUSAL 


TO GRANT ARMISTICE 


Washington, Aug. 17.— >An urgent, ak- 


Jnoat pathetic, appeal of Li Hung Chang, 
EUtrcnitted early yesterday to the state 
department, that the victorious march 
cf the allies stop at Tung Chow, and 
t&at the military commanders in the 
field be instructed to arrange an armis- 
tice at that point, was met with a re- 
sponse that Qenerai Chaffee already had 
bee.n given complete instructions em- 
powering him to carry out an arrange- 
ment in concert with other commanders 
for the delivery ot the ministers and 
persons under their protection to the re- 
lief column, not at Tung Chow, as had 
been suggested, but at the imperial city 
cf Pekin. 


Furthermore, it tvas mad£ known to 


China that General Chaffers instruc- 
tions left him free rein as to whether he 
should insist upon entering Pekin and 
going to the legations or should receive 
the delivery of the Icjationers at the 
gate of the inner tartar city or at the 
great outer wall. In short., China, 
through her peare envoy, besought a 
bait and an armistice at Tung Chow, 12 
milss from Pekin; whereas, the response 
of the American government is that, if 
there is to be a halt — an armistice— 4t 
must be at the walls of the imperial olty. 


The conclusions of the government 


•^ere announced after an extended cab- 
inet meeting. The president had just 
returned from a brief respite at Canton 
and found his advisors ready to present 
to him the issue now advanced by China. 
After the cabinet meeting the American 
reply was sent to the Chinese minister, 
who, 
later in the day, cabled it to LI 


Hung Chang. 


Thus the issue was framed, finally and 


unalterably. The United States declined 
even to consider the proposition of LI 
Hung Chang for a halt and an armistice 
at Tung Chow. Even the supreme ap- 
peal of the venerable Chinese states- 
man that the Chinese empire would be 
ehaken by an advance of the allies be- 
yond Tung Chow was not heeded. The 
answer of tne United States Is that our 
portion is the same now as It has bppn 
from the outset, namely, that the minis- 
ters- must be delivered at the walls of 
Pekin and In such circumstances as will 
meet the judgment of the military com- 
manders on the spot. 


The American memorandum of reply 


Ulves Li Hung Chang practically noth- 
ing beyond a repetition of the two dis- 
patches heretofore Bent to General Chaf- 
fee. The first dispatch, of Aug. 12, gives 
A "tfhfwp response to Earl Li's first com- 
munication, laying down the condition 
that "the forces composing the relief ex- 
pedition shall be permitted to enter 
Pekin UDH)clested." The second ells- 
patch, of Aug. 14, merely amplifies Gen- 
eral Chaffee's authority In. anticipation 
•f China's acceptance of^ne American 
demand that the relief column must 
"enter Pekin." 


This second order to General Chaffee 


•peclflcally states that if the Chinese 
authorities are willing to deliver the 
fcffatlonera "to relief column at Pekin," 
then O*n«iral Chaffee is authorized to 
Blake and carry out an arrangement in 
Concert with other commanders without 
awaiting a reference to Washington. 
Whether this arrangement comrmttpd 
\f> General Chaffee \s to be an arrnl«ticp, 
* truce, or some other device of military 
science, ie for him to decide at Pekin. 
The two <Hspa,tchts to him contemplate 
tujtjon only at Pekin. 


Thua there can be no misunderstand- 


ing of the issue as mad« up. LI Hurjj 
Chang's appeal for an armistice at Tur,{j 
Chow i* rejected and the continually 
r«iter»t«d demand of the United Stairs 
that the ministers be delivered to the 


troops at Pekin Is reinforced.

From Japanese sources came 


the most advanced information, first In 
the Tokio advices that Tung Chow had 
been occupied, and, later, in an official 
dispatch from the Japanese foreign office 
to Minister Takahira, confirming this 
report. 


Some days had elapsed, however, since 


this occupation of Tung Chow, and there 
bad been ample time to cover the 12 miles 
between that place and Pekin. Whether 
the allied forces actually were there was 
the all-absorbing question on which 
everyone awaited word with anxiety. 


A dispatch wae also received 
from 


Admiral Remey, conveying the Japanese 
report of the occupation of Tung Chow, 
and adding tbe statement, also on Jap- 
anese authority, thut the attack on Pe- 
kin was expected to be made public. A 
dispatch was sent to General Chaffee, 
but its contents Were not made public. 


EX-SENATOR INGALLS DEAD. 


Born In Massachusetts, Ha Went to Kansas 


and Became a Leading Citizen. 


Las Vegas, N. M., Aug. 17.—Ex-Senatoi 


John J. Ingalls of Kansas died here 
Thursday. His remains were started 
for Atchlson, Kas., his late home, in the 
afternoon, accompanied by Mrs. Ingalls 
and her young son, Sheffield. In ac- 
cordance with a special request of Sena- 
tor Ingalls eveiy feature of the funeral 
will be simple. The direct cause of 
death, waa bronchitis. 


BT-SENATOB INQALI& 


John James Ingalls was born in Middle- 


ton, Mass., Dee. 29,1833. His fathrr. who 
was a shoe Sealer in moderate circum- 
stances, proposed to bring him up to hia 
own business, but young Ingalla, like 
many other bright boya, made up hia 
mind to- be a missionary, and then to 
edit a newspaper; but when the time for 
actually choosing a profession-came he 
•elected the law. 


On leaving college he studied law at 


Haverhill, Mass., and as soon as he had 
completed the necessary preliminaries 
he went west. With $70 in his pocket he 
reached what was then the far west, and 
settled at Sumner, Kas. Here he began 
to practice his profession for a living. 
This proved somewhat difficult at first. 
Money was scarce then in Kansas. Hia 
earliest client, w'ho was a carpenter, 
paid his fee by making him a table and 
a desk, which are still preserved among 
the furniture in the senator's house. 


Before the war broke out he removed 


to AtcMson, where for a time he edited 
the Atchison Champion, besides helping 
to start the Kansas Magazine. 
Here, 


too, 
he was married to Miss Anna 


Cheeseborough, the daughter ot a New 
York merchant. During the war he held 
a commission as lieutenant colonel of 
Kansas volunteers. 


He was first, elected to the United 


States senate in 1872, and was twice re- 
elected. When he ^yent to Washington 
be was not known In the east, and waa 
met with a certain amount of coldness. 
This he quickly overcame, and was long 
regarded as oife of the brainiest mem- 
bers of his party. Early in 18S7, when 
John Sherman resigned the presidency 
of the senate, Mr. Ingalls was chosen to 
succeed him in that office, which position 
he filled until 1891. Since leaving the 
senate in 1891 Mr. Ingalls had not held 
public office, but was engaged In lectur- 
ing and as a Journalist.

emphatically endorsed Thursday by the 
liberty congress of the American League 
of Anti-Imperialists. 
The resolutions 


to that effect were read to the convention 
by Charles R. Codman of Massachusetts, 
who moved their adoption, after stating 
that the entire committee of 25 had en- 
dorsed them. 


The convention, however, fll<3 not adopt 


the platform as submitted by the reso- j 
lutions committee without •prolonged j 
and heated debate. Thomas M. Osborne , 
of Auburn, N. Y., leader of the "Third 
Ticket" movement, offered an amend- 
ment to strike out the endorsement of 
Bryan, and his amendment was vig- 
orously supported by several delegates, 
but when the previous question was or- 
dered lesa than a score could be mar- 
shalled to vote against the Bryan en- 
dorsement. 
The vot* was viva voce, and 


its result will never be known, but the 
sentiment of the convention was clearly 
shown as being in favor of the endorse- 
ment of Bryan as the most effective man- , 
ner of checking the alleged imperialistic 
policy of the administration. 


The most vigorous opponents of thfl 


Bryan pronouncement in the platform 
were conspicuous members of the "Na- 
tional," or "Third Ticket" convention, 
who were also admitted as delegates to 
the Anitt-Imperlalist congress. 
They 


advocated the nomination of a third tick- 
et on the theory that their followers, 
while opposed to President McKinley, 
were not prepared to accept Mr. Bryan 
on the Kansas City platform, 


Charles R. Codman and Edwin B. 


Smith were the chief proponents of the 
platform as reported, claiming tha't al! 
politick Questi^*1** were nn>xv subordinate 
to the one question of Imperialism, and 
that all opposed to the present adminis- 
tration should unite to overthrow/ it In 
the most effective and available manne* 
presented. 


The speakers who opposed the Bryan 


plank in the platform were received with 
jeers and cries of "Time" from the dele- 
gates, and Chairman Zeisler at timea 
had difficulty in obtaining a hearing foi 
them. 
The platform says: 


This liberty congress of anti-im/perlal- 
Ists recognizes a great national orisu, 
which menaces the republic upon vrhofifl 
future depends in such large measure the 
hope of freedom throughout the world. 
For the first time In our country's history 
the president has undertaken to subju 
gate a foreign people and to rul« them 
by despotic power. He has thrown tha 
protestion of the flag over slavery and 
polygamy in the Sulu Islands. 
We ace absolutely opposed to the policy 


of President McKinley which proposes 
to govern millions of m«n without their 
consent, whioh in Porto Rico estab- 
lishes taxation without representation, 
and government by the arbitrary will of 
b. legisl ature unfettered by constitution al 
restraint, and in the Philippines prose- 
cutes a wa.r of conquest and demands 
unconditional surrender from a peopla 
who of right are free and independent. 
The policy 11 the president offers the in- 
habitants of Porto Rico, Hawaii and tha 
Bhilippines no hope of independence, no 
prospect of American citizenship, • no 
constitutional protection, no represen- 
tation in the congress which taxes them.

'believe, we oppose the re-election of Mr. 
McKinley. The supreme purpose of the 
people In this momentous campaign 
ehould be to stamp with their final dis- 
approval his attempt to grasp imperial 
power. 
We, therefore. In the belief that it Is 
essential at this crisis for the American 
people again to declare their faith In the 
universal application of the Declaration 
of Independence and to reassert their 
will that their servants shall not have 
or exercise any powers whatever other 
than those conferred by the constitu- 
tion, earnestly make the 
following 
recommendations to our countrymen.

It Is somewhat surprising' that here 


•where fresh air, the glorious air of the 
Berkshires, is on tap in unlimited quan- 
tities, so little should be done in the 
•way of bringing the suffocating chil- 
dren of the cities into the midst of It. 
Fresh air work has ccune within a few 
years to be one of the most widely rec- 
ognized forms of charity, and rione 
ehows more Immediate nor more bene- 
ficial results. Each summer now thou- 
sands of children! frohi the great cities 
ar« taken out Into the country for two 
week» V>f fresh air, smokeless sunshine, 
end God as He is. In this work the 
great cities which provide the children 
and the smaller places which provide 
the fresh air are united. For two things 
are necessary the rnonfey to transport 
the children, and the place to which to 
transport them. Hardly a city or town 
in the country riow falls to do its share, 
either of furnishing1 money or tempor- 
ary homes for the children. 
Many 


places of size the same as North Ad- 
ams, do both. But here for some years, 
nbt a thing1 in the way of fresh air 
work has been dwne. Iix. which the city 
stands' almost alone among communi- 
ties of the region. A few years a.go a. 
number of children were brought here 
and given homes for the two weeks' 
outing. But sinice, then nothing- has 
been done. Those who took children in 
the year referred to had to be pre- 
pared to pay some attention to them, 
but it was time well spent for the re- 
turns received. 
Pittsflelfi has raised 


hundreds of dollars this year, and has 
furnished homes for many children'. 
AdaiBS has dtone the same. But here, 
we seam to be making- use of our freeh 
air only to the extent of our individual 


capacity. 


Prisoners refusing1 to work or drill or 
to obey the rules tn any particular are 
stood up at their cell doora facing the 
Interior of the cell, with hands bound 
behind them, and fastented to the door 
so that they cannot sit down, and are 
kept in that position for what I deem 
a reasonable time, or until they sur- 
render. This is the extent of the pun- 
ishment and if it shows as good results 
hereafter as heretofore it will be con 
tinued, as it has the approval of the 
board of managers."

THE CIRCUS IN THE SOUTH. 


Amusing Instances of Attempt* to 


Evade tlie Ticket Wagon. 


"In the north," said the old circus man 


to a reporter, "the desire to get into the 
tent by "jawlins: under the canvas is con- 
fined to the small boy. But in the south 
the entire colored population conies to 
the ground aud hangs around day and 
night looking for an opportunity to get 
In free. And to crawl under the canvas 
seems to them to be the easiest way. Men 
and women tramp.around and around the 
tent looking for an unguarded point. We 
always put extra canvaemen on watch 
when we go to the south with our show. 
I have witnessed more than one amusing 
and exciting incident growing out of this 
desire of the negro to get into the circus 
without buying a ticket. They go literal- 
ly circus mad when the show comes to 
to-wn, and they won't do a tap of work 
until it leaves. One reason why they 
don't step up to the ticket wagon and 
hand out their coin, is that they never 
have any. There may be other reasons, 
but I have never inquired further into 
the subject. 


"I was with old Adam Forepaugh one 


fall when he took his show to the south 
for an extended season. Two new can- 
vasmen nearly precipitated a riot for us 
at Lexington, Ky. They had been hired 
for the special purpose of keeping ne- 
grces from crawling under the tent, and 
they saw an opportunity to make a little 
money for themselves on the side. They 
were able to work out their scheme 
through tbe fact that they were favor- 
ably stationed for it. One was on tbe 
outside at the connection between the 
main tent nnd the menagerie and the 
other on the inside within the connec- 
tion. 


"Among the vast crowd of negroes 


hanging about the show was a large 
num- 


ber who had come to town expecting to 
get in for 10 or 23 cents. The outside 
canvasman gave out a quiet tip that if 
any one had any change in his pockets by 
giving it to the right person he could get 
into tbe show at cut rates. They began 
to crowd around him, tendering varied 
amounts of money from one cent up to 
4:>. He accepted all tenders. He told 
them that he would have to put them in 
one at a time. He did. 


"The Inside man was waiting for them. 


Just as soon KB a black head would ap- 
pear under the canvas he would grab it, 
drag the rest of the person owning it in- 
side and shove him out of the other side 
of the narrow connection. From here it 
was a long way around to the man who 
got the money. 
If one of the dupes 


found his way back, which was un'cer-1 
tain, and wonted his money returned, ho 
was promptly shoved under tho canvas 
again and just as promptly kicked out 
on the other side. It was a kind of an 
endless chain. 


"Why 
didn't the two men lot them 


stay in? Well, old Adam Forepaugh was 
about, and if he saw an unusual num- 
ber of negroes ia the tent he would at 
once have made the rounds to find where 
they were getting in. That was why. 
The show was about half over that night 
when an unearthly racket starttd at tho 
connection. 
A minute or two passed, 


and we saw two convasraen running for 
Ufa around the hippodrome track with 
nn angry yelling crowd of negroes after 
them. 
Tho audience enjoyed- It 1m- 


mensely; thnuglit it was part of tho 
show. We knew different. 
A lot of us 


jumped in and headrd the negroes off. 
That gave the canvasmen time to cs- 
cape. After wo learned tho cause of it 
wo regretted our interference. 
Wo lost 


two promising cnnvaemcn at Lexington."

Owing to the fact that there Is 


1 mothing In the shape of annual budget 


prepared by the authorities at Peking, 
saya one of the latest writers on China, 
It Is impossible to arrive at anything 
but an approximate estimate of the 
revenues which are at the disposal of 


1 the central and provincial govsAi- 


meats. The board of revenue, which 
nominally superintends the financial 


I administration of the empire, simply 


•makes an estimate of the sums re- 
quired for the ensuing year, says the 
Washington Star, and then apportions 
them among the various provinces. 


The money Is collected by the agents 


of the provincial governments and 
paid by them into the provincial 
treasuries, the e^cact amount required 
by the central government being then 
forwarded by the viceroy or governor 
to the board at Peking. The balance 
of taxation remaining after this pay- 
ment has been made to the imperial 
exchequer belongs, apparently, to the 
local authorities, who do not seem to 
render any account of the manner in 
which it has been expended. An ex- 
ception Is, of course, formed in the 
matter of foreign maritime customs, 
which are collected directly by agents 
of the imperial government, there 
being also a few of the native custom 
houses which pay their levies without 
intermediary into the Peking treasury. 


The sources of revenue may be group- 


ed under the following headings, says 
the Washington Star: Land tax, grain 
tax, salt monopoly, foreign maritime 
customs, likin (inland transit dues), na- 
tive customs and land transfer fees, 
licenses, special levies, etc. 
A vast 


amount of peculation is said to go on 
hi the Tang-tse provinces, which show 
a greatly diminished revenue from thla 
source. 
The officials pretend that the 


land Is still suffering from the devas- 
tation created by the Tatping rebellion, 
whereas almost the whole of it has 
been reclaimed and is yielding abun- 
dant crops. That is, of course, a more 
serious form of embezzlement than 
that tacitly encouraged by the central 
authorities, as it deprives the imperial 
government of the legitimate tax. 


Two provinces, Kiangsu and Che- 


kiang, pay tribute to rice. 
The local 


officials, however, In order to make as 


| good a thing out of It as possible, collect 


the tax In copper cash and then pur- 
chase the rice to the open market aa 
advantageously as they can. The 
profit on the transaction finds Its way, 
of course, into the pockets of the man- 
darins. The unfortunate farmers are 
the people who suffer by this method 
of collecting the tax, as they are made 
to pay not only the price of the grain, 
but the extravagant cost of transit to 
the capital and the fees Incidental to 
Its expedition. A large sum of money 
Is, in fact, squandered by these prov- 
inces in transporting the rice to Pe- 
king, everybody being concerned to 
making as much out of it as possible. 
The total amount of grain tax paid in- 
to the provincial treasuries Is estimat- 
ed at 6,562,000 taels, of which sum 
four-fifths reach Peking. 


It has often been suggested that 


China should raise additional funds by 
permitting the Importation of foreign 
salt, but the government has not seen 
Its way clear to interfere with the enor- 
mous vested interests to the present 
monopoly. The salt supply is admin- 
istered by the division of the country 
Into seven principal districts, each of 
which possesses the sole monopoly 
within its boundaries, and it is not per- 
missible to dispose of any salt outside 
of the district to which It has been pro- 
duced, except under special circum- 
stances. 
Everybody is at liberty to 


manufacture as much salt as he 
pleases, but he is obliged to sell It 
either to government officials or to li- 
cense^, salt merchants. 
The general 


system is, however, for the officials of 
the salt department to purchase the 
salt from the producers and sell It to 
the licensed merchants at a remunera- 
tive price. 


The consumer Is made to pay for his 


salt nearly nine times the price at 
which the government purchases It 
from the producer, yet no more than a 
quarter of this enormous profit Is stat- 
ed as revenue—that is to say, three- 
quarters of the gross profits on the 
sale of salt are swallowed up by the 
expenses of administration otc.. a pro- 
portion which, like every1 
. : t !se con- 


nected with Chinese fin:

be explained by the colossal dishonesty 
of the oflScials. The total revenue f roui 
ealt is stated to be 18,659,000 tnolq. 


Very little need be said tilicrt ihu 


foreign maritime customs, which, being 
placed under the able administration 
of Sir Robert Hart, is made to produce 
the utmost of which honest and eco- 
nomical management Is capable. The 
duties accruing from this source are 
divided Into tenths, of which four go 
toward the support of the central gov- 
ernment. The balance is used for a 
variety of imperial and provincial pur- 
poses, such as the cost of keeping up 
the foreign embassies, naval expendi- 
ture, interest on foreign loans, etc., In- 
pluding, of course, the payment of 
salaries and other expenses connected 
(with the department. 
The average 


revenue from the maritime customs 
may be set down roughly at 22,000,000 
taels. 
, The tax which Is most abominated 
by the foreign merchant, ana which 
was probably invented for his special 
edification less than half a century ago. 
Is that which Is known by the name of 
likin. Its aggravating qualities are so 
far recognized by the Chinese govern- 
ment that in making official notice of 
It they usually add tho words wan-pu 
te-1, or "positively no help for it" 
'Vherover traffic Is most numerous and 
trade Is most flourishing, likin barriers 
are erected by tho local authorities for 
the purpose of bleeding commerce to 
the utmost extent. 


Tho term Hkln signifies one-tenth per 


cent, which would uot,bp_> very jgjj. 


preesive tax on merchandise la 'transit 
were It uot collected afresh about 
every 20 miles, and Qji the principle ( 
that one-tenth per cent means such a 
percentage as v.'lll enable the likin offi- 
cials to make a comfortable livelihood 
out of squeezing and bribery. There 
Is, however, a fortunate circumstance 
that sometimes comes to the aid of tho 
unhappy merchant—that is, when al- 
ternate routes present themselves. The 
rival Ilkin barriers will then compete 
with each other to obtain the pleasure 
of mulcting him, thus enabling the 
merchant to compound for advanta- 
geous terms. The total yield of Ilkin is 
Just under 13,000,000 taels. 


Merchandise carried In native Junks, 


as distinct from the cargoes of foreign 
built ships, Is controlled by the native 
custom houses. The latter are to be 
found at the treaty ports, and every- 
where else, In addition to the foreign 
customs, but possess their own tariff 
and distinctive native administration. 
One of the wealthiest and best known 
collectorates Is that of Canton, which la 
placed under the supervision of an of- 
ficial known as the hoppo, who con- 
trives to amass an enormous fortune 
during his tenure of office. 


The returns of the native customs 


are, In fact, significantly low In com- 
parison with the immense trade from 
which they are derived, and there Is no 
question that the sum total of pecula- 
tion in this department 
of state 


j amply counterbalances the good which' 


Is derived from Sir Robert Harfs ad- 
; 


ministration, The revenue from native 
customs is set down at the ridiculously 
low average of 1,000,000 taels. To this , 
amount may be added a sum of j 
2,229,000 taels, which represents the j 
duties collected on native grown opium. | 
Regarding this branch of the revenue, j 
the provincial authorities send in sep- 
arate returns to the central govern- 
ment, which appropriates the whole of 
the amount collected to its own uses. 


It Is believed that the entire revenues 


at the disposal of the central and 
provincial governments of the Chinese 
empire amount to a trifle under 84,- 
000,000 taels. If this sum were to be 
quoted In sterling it would give a 
wholly false Idea of China's financial 
resources to base the calculation upon 
the depredated value of silver. The

nearly £28,000,000 ($140,000,000). In 
order to appreciate the smallnesa 
ot the national Income for a coun- 
try with China's vast population and 
resources one should bear in mind that 
the revenue of the United Kingdom for 
1899 amounted to almost four times aa 
much. 


An account of China's finances Is a 


sorry story of dishonesty and extortion. 
It would be Impossible to state what 
fraction this meager revenue repre- 
sents of the sums actually collected by 
the officials, but there is no doubt 
Whatever that the greater part of Chi- 
nese taxation goes to swell the private 
fortunes of the mandarins. For this 
state of affairs the system is as much 
to blame as the individual. Credit 
should also be given to the officials for 
the fact that a percentage of their 
illegal exactions goes in to the expenses 
of the local administration. The par- 
simony of the central government has 
been to blame in the first instance. The 
salaries and allowances awarded to the 
provincial officials being totally inade- 
quate, the latter are left to make up 
the deficiency as best they can. A few 
generations of this absurd and impoli- 
tic system have sufficed to turn the 
•Whole Chinese administrative body 
Into a seething mass of canker and 
corruption, and to this alone may be 
ascribed the fact that the government 
of China is not one of the richest in tha 
world.

TRIED TO SHOOT 


Peter Harrington Resists 


Arrest by Threatening 


Captain Parrow. 


HELD FOR GRANO JURY TODAY 


Charged With Attempting to Murder an 


Officer, 
Bail Fixed at $2000 


Which was Not Furnished 


This Morning 


Peter Harrington was arrested a,t 


his homo an Corinth street last eve- 
ning- by Captain Parrow, and in re- 
sisting arrest made an 
attempt to 


shoot the officer, which broug-ht him 
into police court this jiiorning on the 
charge of attempting to commit mur- 
der. He waived a hearing, and was 
hold for the grand jury under bonds 
of $2000, -\\hich ux> to noon ho had been 
unable to secure. 


The arrest was the result of another 


difficulty with his family, folliowins 
his appearance in 
court 
yesterday 


morning for alleged assault and bat- 
tery on Ills daughter. The case was 
yesterday continued till this morning, 
and Harrington was released on bail. 
After being released he drank consid- 
erably during the day, and after going 
home in the evening made trouble for 
his family again. 


After frightening- them so that they 


all left the house, a telephone message 
was sent for the police, and Caujf-in 
Parrow responded with Oificer Craven, 
who is doing regular duty during the 
vacation period. On arriving' at the 
house the officer found Mr. Harring- 
ton's family in the street, and the 
well known meat dealer holding- the 
house against all comers. 


They entered, and found Harrington 


up stairs. He was told that he was 
under orrest, but refused to accom- 
pany Captain Parrow, saying tha,t it 
was nothing but family 
trouble 
in 


which the police had iiu bu&iness. He 
was finally assisted down stairs, but 
just as they reached tne outside door, 
Harrington asked to be allowed to get 
his hat, which was hanging1 in the 
back part of the hall. Captain Parrow 
released him for this purpose, and in- 
stantly Harrington darted down the 
hall. Captain Parrow followed close- 
ly, but Harrington jumped into a bed 
room opening fram the hall, the room 
being dark. 


He rushed for the corner of the room 


and seizing a shotgun which '-t ^d 
in the corner, turned with it leveled a* 
the captain, who was only a few feet 
behind. 


Harrington shouted fo the officer, 


but the latter, not stopping- for threat 
ducked under the gnn, and caught 
Harrington by the waist, throwing him 
onto the bed. Officer Craven had fol- 
lowed, and took the gun, after which 
Harrington was taken out of 
the 


house. He made no resistance after 
leaving- the house. 


At the police station the gun was 


examined and found to be loaded, and 
it became evident that Captain Parrow 
h-.d a very close call, and that only 
Ii c quickness saved him from being 


" i coart this morning Lawyer Ma-

wealth. A pica of not guilty was en- 
tered to the charge of attempting to 
shoot an officer, and the hearing was 
waived. 
Harrington

there would be no use of pressing the 
charsre. 


Lawyer Ashe said he thought the 


court should decide whether or not 
Harrington was a dangerous man to 
have at large, and fix the bail accord- 
ing to the nature of the off-enee com- 
mitted. Bail was fixed at ?2000, and 
Harrington's efforts to 
secure this 


amount were in vain up to noon. 


Harrington was also changed with 


disturbing the peace, this being the 
only charge that would 
have 
been 


brought if he had not resisted arrest. 
He pleaded not guilty, but later chang- 
ed this to /uilty, and the case was 
filed away. 


The continued case against him from 


yesterday for assault and battery on 
his daughter was nol pressed. 


RAY OF HOPE FOR ARCHIE MULL 


Recent Actions of Chief Witness Against 


Him May Call For New Trial 


Arthur Snyder, the boy who 


nearly klllec^ by Archie Mull and who 
claimed that the people with whom he 
lias been living since Mull's trial did 
not treat him properly, was taken from 
the jail yesterday afternoon 
to the 


Rochester industrial school for 
safe 


keeping'" tjy order of the district at- 
torney. NO other home could bo found 
for "him. 


Since the recent publications of the 


story of the ill treatment of youns 
Snyder as told by himself, certain 
things have been brought to light 
which, if true, may have marked bear- 
ing upon tht> proposed appeal in the 
ease of Mull, wfw is now in Clinton 
prison, convicted of the willful mur- 
der of Nelville B. Lord at Nassau al- 
most a year a&o. 


Young1 Snydfr, who was the Drinci- 


pal witness against 
Mull, and 
who 


sworo positively that it was Mull who 
killed Mr. I,orrl and also left 
him 


(Snj-dor) fm- dead, with a great gup- 
ing- wound in his slcull, the result of a 
blow with the same ax that was used 
in killing- "nfg employer, recently re- 
turned to- Troy from Buskirks, where 
hf had been working on a farm. He 
declared to the- police at headquarters 
that he had been ill treated, that th-s 
only pecuniary compensation ho had 
received for his labor was five cents 
a month, whAch sum he was compell- 
ed to donate to the church collection, 
and that in his six months of service- 
no clothing- other than a pair of over- 
alls and a jumper had been purchased 
for him. 


The publication of this story led 


many who knew the farmer who had 
given young- Snyder a home, to in- 
vestigate it, as it appeared to them to 
be incredible. Among those who made 
an investigation was Deputy Sheriff 
Atwood, who resides in the vicinity of 
Buski'rks, and according1 to his state- 
,ment, the story of the lad's ill treat- 
ment is without foundation. 


The stories gleaned by the deputy 


sheriff makes it appear that the mind 
of young Snyder was impaired by fhe 
awful wound tha.t almost caused his 
doath. It will be recalled that at the 
time of the trial of Mull the credibili- 
ty of the boy was attacked by the de- 
fense, and physicians were summoned 
to testify as to the probable result of 
such a wound as he received. 


Deputy Sheriff Atwood said he learn- 


ed that the lad indulged in all sorts 
of pranks. At ona time he was de- 
tected deliberately Injuring a cow that 
he had been sent to milk, and at other 
times when told to milk the cows he 
wonild g-»vto the bani and proceed fo 
perform work that -wag not required. 
Tin1 lad's memory was unreliable ami 
lie at times was unable. ,to tell tlie days 
of the week, claiming that it was Sun- 
day when in reality it was Wednesday. 
His eccentricities were recognized by 
his employer, so when the boy signified 
his intention to quit and return to 
Troy he was allowed fo do so and Su- 
perintendent Walker was notified. 


These developments in the case will 


doubtless by considered by Attorney 
J. K. Long- of the firm of Long & Max- 
well when he makes his appeal from 
the decision of the court which found 
Mull guilty of murder In the first de- 
gree, and it is possible that on those 
grounds alone a new trial may be or- 
dered.
